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SUBJECT: SUMMARY REPORT OF THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE OF THE 
1980 WORLD CONFERENCE OF THE UN DECADE FOR WOMEN, VIENNA, 
AUSTRIA, JUNE 19-30 

1 . SUMMARY-THE PREPARATORY MEETING WAS SUCCESSFUL FROM A 
US POINT OF VIEW. THE ISSUES WHICH PROVED MOST TROUBLE- 
SOME CONCERNED NGO PARTICIPATION IN THE CONFERENCE, AND THE 
AGENDA FOR THE 1980 CONFERENCE. 

2. ALL MAJOR PROCEDURAL QUESTIONS WERE RESOLVED AND THE 
NEXT MEETING OF THE PREPCOM IS SCHEDULED TO DEAL WITH MORE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SUBSTANTIVE ISSUES. END SUMMARY. 

3. THE PREPCOM ADOPTED A DRAFT OMNIBUS RESOLUTION 
(UNCLASSIFIED TEXT OF A/CONF.94/PC/L.16 FOLLOWS) AFTER 
CONSIDERABLE DEBATE ON THE FOLLOWING ITEMS: 

-PARTICIPATION OF NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS (NGOS), 
SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, ENTITIES OF THE UN FAMILY AND INTER 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS; 

-SUBSTANTIVE AGENDA ITEMS RELATING TO THE RELATIVE 
IMPORTANCE OF THE SUB-THEMES OF EMPLOYMENT, EDUCATION AND 
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HEALT (AS ADOPTED AT THE 27TH SESSION OF THE COMMISSION 

ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN) AND THEIR RELATION TO THE OVER AT. I. 
THEMES OF THE DECADE-EQUALITY, DEVELOPMENT AND PEACE; 
-COMPOSITION AND LOCATION OF THE CONFERENCE SECRETARIAT; 
-REGIONAL AND SECTORAL MEETINGS AND FUNDING FOR THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE AND PREPARATORY ACTIVITIES, AND; 

-DOCUMENTATION. 

4. THE DEBATE FOCUSED LARGELY ON PROCEDURAL QUESTIONS WITH 
NO IN-DEPTH DISCUSSIONS OF THE SUBSTANTIVE ISSUES TO BE 
DISCUSSED AT THE 1980 CONFERENCE WHICH INCLUDE REVIEW AND 
EVALUATION OF PROGRESS FOR THE FIRST HALF OF THE DECADE, 
1975-1980, AND PROGRAM FOR THE SECOND HALF OF THE DECADE 
WITH THE AIM OF IMPLEMENTING THE WORLD PLAN OF ACTION, 
ORGANIZATION OF WORK, AND THE SUB-THEMES OF EMPLOYMENT, 
EDUCATION AND HEALTH. 

5. PARTICIPATION OF NGO'S- 

THE IRANIAN DELEGATION MADE CLEAR, BOTH PRIOR TO THE PREP- 
COM AND IN THEIR STATEMENTS AT THE SESSION, THAT THEY DID 
NOT FAVOR WIDE PARTICIPATION BY NGO'S. THEY ANNOUNCED 
THAT SPACE LIMITATIONS PRECLUDED HOLDING A TRIBUNAL AND 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SUGGESTED THAT THE NGO'S SHOULD HOLD THEIR OWN SEPARATE 
MEETING PRIOR TO THE CONFERENCE, IMPLYING THAT IT SHOULD BE 
HELD OUTSIDE OF IRAN. 

6. A MAJORITY OF NON-ALIGNED, JOINED BY THE EASTERN 
EUROPEAN GROUP, SPOKE AGAINST THE HOLDING OF A TRIBUNAL, 

BUT AGREED THAT THERE SHOULD BE DIRECT NGO PARTICIPATION. 

THE DEBATE CENTERED ON THE FORM WHICH SUCH DIRECT 
PARTICIPATION SHOULD TAKE AND THE NUMBER OF NGO'S ALLOWED 
TO PARTICIPATE. THE WESTERN GROUP WON AGREEMENT THAT NGO'S 
SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO MAKE ORAL AS WELL AS WRITTEN STATE- 
MENTS. WHILE THE NON-ALIGNED AND EASTERN EUROPEANS WISHED 
TO ESTABLISH A LIMIT OF 15 NGO'S WHICH WOULD BE ALLOWED 

TO MAKE STATEMENTS, THEY EVENTUALLY CONCEDED THIS POINT, 
AND AGREED TO WESTERN GROUP LANGUAGE PROVIDING THAT THE 
NUMBER AND DURATION OF NGO STATEMENTS WOULD BE LIMITED. 

THE DELEGATIONS OF EGYPT AND YUGOSLAVIA WERE HELPFUL TO THE 
PREPCOM IN REACHING A LAST-MINUTE COMPROMISE AND AVOIDING 
POSTPONEMENT OF THE ISSUE TO THE NEXT SESSION. 

7. PARTICIPATION OF NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS- 

THE US AND UK DELEGATIONS OBJECTED TO ATTEMPTS TO ACCORD 
TO THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA THE SAME STATUS AS A MEMBER 
STATE. IN VIEW OF THESE OBJECTIONS, THE LANGUAGE 
PERTAINING TO THE COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA WAS SUBSEQUENTLY 
REVISED. THE NEW LANGUAGE DID NOT PERMIT US AGREEMENT, 
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AND BOTH THE US AND UK INDICATED THAT THEY WOULD HAVE 

ABSTAINED IF THERE HAD BEEN A VOTE ON THAT PARAGRAPH. 

8. THE US DELEGATION ALSO REITERATED FOR THE RECORD 
RESERVATIONS ON PARTICIPATION AS OBSERVERS BY REPRESENT- 
ATIVES OF NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY THE 
OAU AND/OR THE LEAGUE OF ARAB STATES, IN ACCORDANCE 

WITH GA RESOLUTIONS 3237 (XXIX) AND 3280 (XXIX). 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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9. SUB-THEMES-THE WESTERN GROUP AND SOME DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. NOTABLY INDIA, MADE DETERMINED EFFORTS TO 
ENSURE THAT THE 1980 CONFERENCE BE AN ACTION-ORIENTED 
WORKING CONFERENCE, CONCENTRATING ON THE SUB-THEMES OF 
EMPLOYMENT, EDUCATION AND HEALTH (AS APPROVED AT THE 27TH 
SESSION OF THE COMMISSION ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN). THE 
EASTERN EUROPEAN GROUP WAS EQUALLY ADAMANT IN PUSHING FOR 
CONCENTRATION ON THE DECADE'S THEMES OF EQUALITY, DEVELOP- 
MENT AND PEACE, IN ORDER TO EMPHASIZE PEACE AND ELABORATE 

A DECLARATION ON THE PARTICIPATION OF WOMEN IN THE STRUGGLE 
TO STRENGTHEN INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY AND COMBAT 
COLONIALISM, RACISM, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, FOREIGN 
AGGRESSION AND OCCUPATION AND ALL FORMS OF FOREIGN 
DOMINATION, AS DISCUSSED IN GA RES 32/142. THE 
WESTERN GROUP WAS SUCCESSFUL IN PREVENTING THIS UNDESIRABLE 
DECLARATION FROM BEING INCLUDED ON THE AGENDA. THIS 
SUCCESS WAS DUE, IN NO SMALL MEASURE, TO ASSISTANCE FROM 
THE IRANIANS, WHO HAVE VISIONS OF A "DECLARATION OF TEHRAN", 
EMERGING FROM THE 1980 CONFERENCE. THEY DO NOT WISH TO BE 
SADDLED WITH A DECLARATION WHICH IS UNACCEPTABLE TO THE 
WEST, AS IS THE DECLARATION OF MEXICO, AND THE IRANIANS 
ARE, THEREFORE, THE STRONGEST ALLIES OF THE WESTERN GROUP 
IN KEEPING POLITICAL RHETORIC UNDER CONTROL. 

10. COMPOSITION OF THE SECRETARIAT- 

THE US STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF A UNIFIED SECRETARIAT 
AND SUBMITTED LANGUAGE TO THIS EFFECT, NOTING THAT THE 
SECRETARIAT SHOULD BE COMPOSED OF A SECGEN AND APPROPRIATE 
MEMBERS OF THE BRANCH AND ADDITIONAL ADEQUATE STAFF. 

1 1 . DISCUSSIONS OF THE COMPOSITION OF THE SECRETARIAT LED 
TO QUESTIONS BY THE DELEGATE OF IRAN WITH RESPECT TO 
WHETHER THE SECRETARIAT WOULD BE LOCATED IN NEW YORK OR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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VIENNA, BECAUSE FINANCIAL DOCUMENTS PROVIDED ESTIMATES 
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FOR BOTH CITIES. 

12. BOURBONNIERE, UN SECRETARIAT OFFICIAL, DEALING WITH 
THE TRANSFER TO VIENNA, INSISTED THAT THE SECRETARIAT FOR 
THE 1980 CONFERENCE HAD NO ALTERNATIVE BUT TO BE LOCATED 
IN VIENNA, IN VIEW OF THE IMPENDING MOVE OF THE SECRETARIAT. 

HOWEVER, THIS VIEW WAS NOT SHARED BY DELEGATIONS PRESENT 
AT THE PREPCOM. THE DELEGATION OF IRAN PRESENTED A 
LENGTHY ARGUMENT STATING THAT THE SECRETARIAT FOR THE 
CONFERENCE WAS A NEW BODY WHICH WAS NOT NECESSARILY 
INCLUDED IN THE AGREEMENT FOR THE MOVE TO VIENNA AND THAT 
THE CONFERENCE SECRETARIAT REQUIRED CLOSE COORDINATION 
WITH OTHER SECTORS OF THE UN LOCATED IN NEW YORK. THIS 
VIEW WAS SUBSEQUENTLY SUPPORTED BY THE MAIORITY OF OTHER 
DELEGATIONS, INCLUDING THE US, UK, JAPAN, NORWAY AND ALL 
OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRY DELEGATES. THE DELEGATE OF 
NIGER WAS PARTICULARLY ADAMANT AND SENEGAL WENT SO FAR AS 
TO SAY THAT THE MOVE OF THE CENTER ITSELF SHOULD BE POST 
PONED. 

13. REGIONAL AND SECTORAL MEETINGS- 

THE US DELEGATION STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE IT ATTACHED TO 
THE CONVENING OF REGIONAL MEETINGS PRIOR TO THE 1980 
CONFERENCE IN ORDER TO ENSURE PARTICIPATION AT THE LOCAL 
LEVEL AND TO MAKE AN EFFECTIVE CONTRIBUTION TO THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE. ESCAP STRESSED THE NEED FOR BOTH STAFF AND 
BUDGETARY RESOURCES IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THESE MEETINGS. 
THE SECRETARIAT MENTIONED SECTORAL MEETINGS IN WHICH THE 
SPECIALIZED AGENCIES WOULD PARTICIPATE. THE UNESCO 
DELEGATE STRESSED THE NEED FOR FURTHER FUNDING FROM THE UN 
REGULAR BUDGET IN ORDER TO CONVENE THE INTERNATIONAL 
MULTISECTORAL SEMINAR ON THE ROLE OF MASS MEDIA AND THE 
POSITION OF WOMEN, WHICH IT WAS ORGANIZING JOINTLY WITH THE 
CENTRE FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT AND HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS IN 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MARCH 1979. 

14. UNIDO MENTIONED THE MEETING IT WAS PLANNING FOR 
NOVEMBER 1978 ON THE ROLE OF WOMEN IN INDUSTRIALIZATION IN 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. THERE WAS NO OPPOSITION TO THE 
HOLDING OF REGIONAL MEETINGS, ALTHOUGH THE USSR EXPRESSED 
ITS OPPOSITION TO ANY FINANCING FROM THE REGULAR BUDGET. 

15. THE US DELEGATION MADE CLEAR ITS SUPPORT FOR 
ACTIVITIES RELATED TO THE 1980 WORLD CONFERENCE AND 
REGIONAL MEETINGS IN NO WAY IMPLIED APPROVAL OF THE 
SPECIFIC FINANCIAL ESTIMATES PRESENTED BY THE SECRETARIAT. 

16. DOCUMENTATION- 
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DISCUSSION OF THE PREPARATION OF NECESSARY DOCUMENTATION 
FOR THE WORLD CONFERENCE ELICITED THE USUAL EAST/WEST 
DEBATE ON THE USE OF EXPERTS AND CONSULTANTS. THE USSR 
DELEGATE QUESTIONED THE COMPETENCE OF EXPERTS TO DEAL WITH 

THE PREPARATION OF DOCUMENTATION WHICH SHE FELT SHOULD BE 
LEFT TO NATIONAL GOVERNMENTS. WESTERN AND OTHER DELEGATES 
PUSHED FOR THE USE OF CONSULTANTS TO ENSURE THAT 
DOCUMENTATION WILL BE AVAILABLE WELL IN ADVANCE OF THE 
CONFERENCE, AS WELL AS ENSURING THE COORDINATION OF 
REGIONAL AND SECTORAL DOCUMENTS. THE COMMITTEE FELT THAT 
SUCH REPORTS SHOULD BE ANALYTICAL, PRECISE AND ACTION- 
ORIENTED COVERING THE THREE OBJECTIVES OF THE UN DECADE 
WITH SPECIAL EMPHASIS ON THE SUB-THEMES. 

17. PUBLICITY— 

THE PREPCOM DID NOT HAVE TIME TO CONSIDER THE SUBJECT OF 
PUBLICITY, BUT DECIDED THAT THE SECRETARIAT SHOULD PREPARE 
A DETAILED PROGRAM OF INFORMATION ACTIVITIES TO BE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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CONSIDERED BY THE ECOSOC AT THE RESUMED PART OF ITS 
SECOND REGULAR SESSION, 1978. 

18. PRECISE DATE FOR 1980 CONFERENCE- 

THE IRANIAN DELEGATE IN DISCUSSING THE TIME SCHEDULE FOR 
DOCUMENTATION MENTIONED THE POSSIBILITY OF CHANGING THE 
CONFERENCE DATE FROM MAY 1980 TO MARCH 1980 AS THE MOST 
SUITABLE TIME OF THE YEAR IN TEHERAN. SOME DELEGATES 
EXPRESSED A PREFERENCE FOR A LATER DATE, BUT NO 
FINAL DISCUSSION WAS AGREED UPON.

COUNTRIES. NOTABLY INDIA, MADE DETERMINED EFFORTS TO 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ENSURE THAT THE 1980 CONFERENCE BE AN ACTION-ORIENTED 
WORKING CONFERENCE, CONCENTRATING ON THE SUB-THEMES OF 
EMPLOYMENT, EDUCATION AND HEALTH (AS APPROVED AT THE 27TH 
SESSION OF THE COMMISSION ON THE STATUS OF WOMEN). THE 
EASTERN EUROPEAN GROUP WAS EQUALLY ADAMANT IN PUSHING FOR

MENT AND PEACE, IN ORDER TO EMPHASIZE PEACE AND ELABORATE 
A DECLARATION ON THE PARTICIPATION OF WOMEN IN THE STRUGGLE

COLONIALISM, RACISM, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, FOREIGN 
AGGRESSION AND OCCUPATION AND ALL FORMS OF FOREIGN 
DOMINATION, AS DISCUSSED IN GA RES 32/142. THE 
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WESTERN GROUP WAS SUCCESSFUL IN PREVENTING THIS UNDESIRABLE 
DECLARATION FROM BEING INCLUDED ON THE AGENDA. THIS 
SUCCESS WAS DUE, IN NO SMALL MEASURE, TO ASSISTANCE FROM 
THE IRANIANS, WHO HAVE VISIONS OF A "DECLARATION OF TEHRAN", 
EMERGING FROM THE 1980 CONFERENCE. THEY DO NOT WISH TO BE 
SADDLED WITH A DECLARATION WHICH IS UNACCEPTABLE TO THE 
WEST, AS IS THE DECLARATION OF MEXICO. AND THE IRANIANS 
ARE, THEREFORE, THE STRONGEST ALLIES OF THE WESTERN GROUP
